Road Safety 


Sir—In the “China Mail" yes- 
terday on the motoring page were 
some remarks on road _ safety. 
The most pressing problem .in 
Hong Kong is'that of the pedes- 
trian. I saw that this was dis- 
mirsed with o twitting reference 
to jay walking. In other places 
where it is realised that- most of 
us are pedestrians most of the 
time; quite a bit of thought is put 
into protecting the pedestrian and 
educating both him ond _— the 
motorist, : 


The pedestrian ‘in the vehicle 
with the highest init{nl rate of 
acceleration on the public high- 
way, and incidentally this rate is 
the same should it be turning 
and proceeding in any new direc- 
on in the adjacent semi-circle. 
Therefore, tough laws should be 
made ond enforced for the ‘con- 
duct of pedestrians, But at the 
anme time, the motorist should be 
made to respect the Pedestrian’s 
Right of Way in a, pedestrian 
crossing. If the pedestrian finds 
from expertence in Hong Kong 
that he crosses the road at thr: 
peril of his Mfe at the corner 
just ns in the middle of the 
block, then you have = myriad 
jay-walkers. So though the traMe 
department has drawn pretty 
white Ines they, quite right. 
mean nothing to the average 
pedestrian since he runs the saine 
risk or maybe a greater risk there, 
than if he crossed elsewhere. A 
friend explained that when he 
crosses ‘in the white lnes he feels 
slightly more secure ond ws a 
result has been caught olf guard 
by some average motorist who 
speeds up and tears past him 
while he tries to cross.: Yet an-~ 


, | other friend explained that when 


he crosses in the middle of the 
block he has only two things to 
contend with and not the added 
perils of fools or knaves making 
left and right hand turns to catch 
him unawares. 


Then we have what appears to 
be the half-hearted attitude of the 
traffic authorities who draw lines 
on the roadway and permit them 
to be completely erased before 
repainting them. There are specint 
paints for thls job and they last 
at least two months .in downtown 
traffle areas ond five to six 
months in rural areas. The in- 
ferior paints used here don't 
scem to stand up very long

ing over n period af three weeks. 

Pacullarly, atomic casualties 
are those caused by. radiation.

THE SINKING SHIP 


There is world-wide spe- 
culation on the subject of 
America's future attitude to 
China. Hong Kong has a 
special interest in the matter. 
For generations it was to Bri- 
tain that menaced and in- 
solvent nations turned, but 
the intervention of two disas- 
trous wars has placed the 
United States in the position 
of guardian and adviser of 
the free nations, ’ 

This is a new role for the 
people of that eriergetic and 
productive county: and 
many of them still shy at the 
responsibility, Its citizens 
are no longer isolationist, 
but are as divergent in their 
views as their racial back- 
grounds would lead one to 
suppose. While — admiring 
the willingness of the Ameri- 
can taxpayer to pay over as- 
tronomical sums for aid to 
war-ruined nations overseas, 
few thinking observers are 
under any illusion that, from 
the State Department's point 
of view, this is an act of sheer 
altruism, It is the intelligent 
banker subsidising his needy 
acquaintances until they can 
vet on their feet again. 

Nevertheless, from the 
viewpoint of the ordinary 
American citizen—or rather, 
the many viewpoints—certain 
results are expected from 
this vast outpouring of 
wealth, which has hit the 
man in the street, . not only 
in direct taxation, but in the 
inflationary rise in the cost 
nf food and consumer goods 
senerally in his own land. 
He expects his contributed 
funds to be used, and used 
nfficiently, to rehabilitate 
economies and defeat the 
world-wide bogey of Com- 


munism. To him, China’ isa” 


vlace very far away, which 
hofore the war he thought of 
mainly as a source of good 
Jaundrvmen, who came from 
a mvsterious Oriental region 
of bowing mandarins and 
smiling sing-sone © girls.

and elsewhere—if by so doing 
effective aid could be given 
to China. But there are 
many pressure groups in 
Washington with ideas on 
the subject as conflicting as 
the four winds. :

To do this they require 
to ralse something like 20 full- 
strength Regular divisions be- 
tween them for use in-Germany 
If need be. 

Tho raising of these forces Is 
neither ao diMfcult nor an expen- 
sive undertaking, but there is 
not a day to lose. , : 

If this is not donc_ Russia 
wit strengthen and extend hur 
hold in Europe with very serious 
result to ourselves later on. If

No-Cause For War 


It ts extremely unillkely thst 
these actions would cause war 
now. For what {s not at all 
unilkely is that Russia Js making 
her plans for o great war in 
about five years’: time, when she 
will possess the atom bomb and 
the other terrible weapons of 
modern times. . 

The next question is: Should 
we use the atom bomb while we 
hold this advantage, and carry 
out decisive’ destruction in Rus- 
sia 

The answer’ is, emphatically, 
No! Ax a counter threat if 
Russia should attack us now, 
before we are rondy, the atem 
bomb Is a valuable wenpon. If, 
however, we used this weapon to 
force Ruasin to desist in her 
known preparations for a future 
war, the result would surely be 
to urge Russin to make even 
more determined seerct cfforts to 
launch a terrible war of this 
nature on mankind. 

Should we, therefore, do 
nothing at all? Again, the answer 
Is, No! For, fortunately, there is 
a simple and sound alternative 
to attacking Russia now with 
atom bombs, 

It Mes in doing to Russia 
exactly what she has been dolng 
to ‘the rest of the world for 
several years, But we would do 
It more effectively. This = is 
what Is now widely known as 
“cold warfare.” It is largely 
political work and suggestions 
have often been made that we 


should have a fourth Chief of 
Staff to carry oul thls form of 
warfare, s 

This warfare falls under three 
heads, First, we should make 
effective plans to free the coun- 
tries like Czechoslovakia and 
Austrian, where the population is 
95 per cent on our side but is 
held down by smell numbers of 
Russian police-treops and their 
fellow-travellers. 

For this purpose we again want 
those 20 Regular divisions, for if 
they were available we could 
march in and free those | coun- 
trics with case. 


Aiding Resistance 

Secendly, there js the more 
difficult task of freeing countries 
lke Germany and Poland, which 
are held down by Russian forces. 
In such cases we should make 
plans to organise resistance 
movements in those countries, 
We have had much experience in 
this work during the last war,

There are those who argue thit 
if we deat hardly with the Rus- 
sians they will rally al! their 
people with a call to. arms to 
defend thelr country, It is here 
ngnin that we seo the merit of 
speed. 

It $s In delaying, not in apply- 
ing, our cold-war technique that 
the danger Iles, For then Rus- 
fia will have tlme to perfect her 
new weapons and another great 
world war will be brought nearer, 
But if we press ahead now, then 
Russia may be brought to talk 
sense--ond pence-—because the 
only allernative will be to fight 
before she Js ready in which 
case she certainty would be 
beaten. ’ 


Understanding 
1 have seen enough of wars 
myself to wish for no more of 
them, and I believe this to be 
the overwhelming desire of the 
British people. Is-there no way 
of making the military leaders

One Interesting genealogical 
fact appears, surprisingly, to 
have escnped attention’ inthe 
Press comment on ot new gencro- 
ton of the Royal Family.

Edward IIT, the last of the six 
generation succession, Who was 
born at Windsor on November 13, 
1312 never bore the title of 
Prince of Wales.

“Mightlest 
monarch jn Christendom,” as he 
was styled by 9 chronicler of his 
time, he reigned for 50 years—a 
happy omen surely for a child of 
Princess Elizabeth!

One Community 


The lessen is that tho nations 
of the Atlantic world are one 
community Cor war and for peace, 
ond that, therefore, they cannot 
hope to prevent war, or te wage 
war successfully, or to make 
pence after nu war, unless they 
have a united defence and a 
common diplomacy. 


It is now plain enough to al 
who are capable of lenrning from 
the experience of. two wars that 
n-unified defence, sealed in ad- 
vance and well. organised and 
equipped, is essential: to the con- 
duct of a war in which = the 
Atlantic nations are involved, 


It is perhnps not so plain, 
though ft Is no lesa true, that 
without the, unity of the Atlantic 
nations jt is net possible to settle 
these wars uniter they have been 
won, ; ' 


Yet this, 1 belleve, ia the real 
and ‘immediate sipnificance of the 
proposed Nerth Atlantle Pact, 

The pact is not merely a 
measure of — security, It is 
casentlal tu o. successful scttle- 
ment of ‘the conflict .ovop. Ger- 
many betWeen"’ Russia ‘and . the 
West. ' an 


This Is not, I realise, the way 
the pact Is belng presented to 
the public. 


“If They Withdraw 


The general view is that the 
threat of Soviet militory aggres* 
sion Induced the five Western 
European countries to sign ‘the 
Brussels Pact, and that now the 
United States and Canada are to 
join the alliance and erect de- 
fences against the’ Invasion of 
Western Europe. 


Yet what Is going. to happen 
to the project If in tho next few 
months, before the pact can be 
ratiNed and implemented by 
Congress, the ‘Russians, instead 
of menacing Western Europe by 
concentrating troops and stock- 
plling supplies, offer to withdraw 
from Germsny or actually begin 
to pull back their armics? 


There are indications that this 
might happen, and if it docs 
there will be many who think 
that the North Atlantic Pact 1s 
no longer, so urgently necessary. 


Yet it will be no less urgently 
necessary, even if the Russians 
reditce thelr military pressure on 
Western Europe. But sinco the 
necessity will not be so obvious, 
the statesmen of the West will 
need to be far-sighted and fore~ 
handed in showing thelr peoples 
that the pact !s not merely for 
defence against Russian invasion, 
that it ia ot Jeast as necessary 
if the Russians begin a military 
withdrawal from the centre of 
Europe.

We can offer them a choice: 
either a treaty, signed not only 
by the Big Four but also by all 
the neighbours of Germany,

German States and of Germany 
as a whole—-or the authorisation 
In the Western zones of a Ger- 
man military force. 


Fiecause the Western zones aro 
three times as big as the Eastern, 
this German force would bo° 
much more powerful than any 
which the Russians now have or 
could organise. 


Futile Conclusion 


This may Induce the Russiuns” 
to negotiate seriously on a Ger- 
man treaty which regulates the 
armed forces of Germany after 
the evacuation. 


It js. hard to see how or why 
they should refuse if, in fact, 
they have made up thelr minds, 
to. withdraw thelr own troops 
But, they may, of course refuse.

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VALUE IN MUSIC 
THE question has often been posed as 

to whether or not music has any 
value. - Stated in such ingenuous 
phraseology, it is first essential to de- 


termine what is meant by “music” and 
then by “value.” 


“ Music can cover all forms of sound 
having definite pitch and timbre from 
the primitive music of the sackbut to 
the most progressive form of organ. - 
By music however, the postulators of 
this question mean the general subject 
of music approached {rom an objective 
point of view. 

To reduce it to its’ simplest terms, 
the practical test is one of compara- 
tive values. Is it of more benefit to 
learn about music than, say, Political 
Economy or the Malthus Theory of 
Population? In this form, the question 
surely assumes a more interesting look 
and one capable of some degrce of in- 
teresting exploration. 

s .e s 

FoR many years now it has been a 

traditional trait of the normal 
healthy school-child to prefer the at- 
tractions of football or tennis to the 
more erudite alternative of practising 
five-finger exercises on the key-board 
of the piano. Except in the case of 

the child-predigy, that is surely a 
natural reaction, since it is impossible 
to place a wise head on young should- 
ers. No amount of persuasion on the 
anxious parents part will persuade the 
child that to learn the piano is any- 

thing other than a bore. - 

If, however, the parents are diligent 
enough to turn a deaf ear to all ap- 
peals, and. the infant” progresses 
through the humdrum stages to a 
point wherc he or she can begin to 
play reasonably well, perseverance will 
reap its own reward. ‘For’ the per- 
former, hitherto unknown fields of en- 
joyment are opened up.

APART even from these gratifying 
results, however, the whole field of 
music is opened up for endless ex- 
ploration, ds fancy and choice may 
dictate.

MY ANSWER. to the question posed 
at the beginning of these random 
notes is a certain affirmative. Music 
certainly has value, value in that it 
can open the door to a wider world 
of enjoyment denied to others who 
have not that knowledge. Certainly 
enough, however, it is also possible to 
enjoy musie even without much know- 
ledge. Sane knowledge, I would say, 
is essential, but certainly one does not 
Need an intimate grasp of all its in- 
tracacies to derive pleasure ‘further. 
We have yet to define music, when the 
hoary problem.of classics and jazz will 
inevitably ‘raise its insistent head. 
Enough has been said , however, to 
make out a case to support an affirma- 
tive, answer and there it must’be left. 
The week’s programmes, noted in 
part hereunder, present a number of 
outstanding features this week. I hope

What To Do 


At present, in general practice, there 
are two fields which should be ré- 
ceiving increasing attention—the in- 
vestigation and early correction of 
functional or psychclogical itiness and 
the prevention of disease. .. 

Under the new system. of State 
medicine any attempt at tackling these 
clamant problems is utterly impcssible 
in general practice, che standards of 
which rust inevitably and rapidly 
reach a dangerously low level.

What use in training a man in the 
practice of medicine if that is to be

destined to become general practi- 
tioners, shackled: to this soul-destroy- 
ing system of certification which will 
allow them no time ever to practise 
what they are being taught now. 

Far better a six-month apprentice- 
ship at a post office, where they would 
learn how to carry out such work. 

Shall wonder that practically a0 
doctors’ children are entering the pro- 
fessicn now; what men and women 
will take up tHis work in future? 


On Borrowed Time 


It has been suggested that the State 
doctcr may counter this situation by 
limiting the number of patients he 
takes on his list and have himself 
some time free from. clerical duties 
to practise his profession.

A G.P. has for 


reasons set out at 
some Jength. decided to quit the 
National Health Sevice. 

His valediction reads more ike a 
matodiction, and it seems only fitting 
that his highly coloured and staccato 
ebservations should be met by some- 
ene like myse:f, who, in Dr. X's regret- 
table absence, will continue to shoul- 
der the burden. 


Let us consider first the crowded 
surgeries which constitute Dr. X's 
main bugbear. It was only to he ex- 
pocted at the inception of this Act 


that a large. number of people would 
attend the doctor for trivial ailments 

In.due course (and there are already 
signs of this) things will shake down. 

> A sorting-out process is going on, and 
reople will learn the folly of wasting 
their own and the doctor's time. 

In any event. Dr. X's estimate of 
18C surgery patients a day (taking 
his figure of 45 per hour} is a gross 
exagaggeration. 

The figure is nearer 80. and when 
the novelty has worn off it will be 
nearer 50 for a saturated list. But the 
average number of patients will be 
around 2,000. with ‘the surgery atten- 
dances in proportion. 

Dr. X displays an uncanny hostility 
‘o certification. He even gibes at the 
colours, .which in no wise serves his 
argument. . A certificate is a direction 
doctor to an optician, employer. or Gov- 
ernment department requiring them to 
carry out some function essential to 
the working of the Act. 

They take only a few seconds to 
write, and the suggestion that such a 
simple and essential process is “soul- 
destroving” is utterly fantastic: so 1s 
Dr. X’s statement that 40 to 45 per 
hour is the average rate of issue. 

Here and there in his swansong Dr. 
X bursts into statistics which require 
more accuracy and concentration than 
characteris? his dying notes.

But is the referee always wrong, Do 
his detractors, really know what they 
are shouting about? I doubt it when 
I hear observations coming from the 
expensive seats such 2s “Oh, yes, a 
straight left counts twice as many 
points as a right.”

How does a referee judge a contest? 
It is both perfecty simple and terribly 
difficult. He awards marks (or points) 
for attack and defence. He gives them 
for clean hits with the knuckle part of 
the glove of either hand on any par: 
of the front or sides of the head or 
b-dy above the belt. 

The words “clean” and “knuckle” 
are important, for all blows that land 
do not comply with thee requirements. 
They are “cuffed” or delivered with the 
flat or tips of the gloves and are 
therefore disregarded. : :

_ Before ever J opened this volume* 
it occurred to me how the loneliness of 
an American President is refi in 
: the persons of Colonel House, who was 
-for a long time so close to Woodrow 
‘ Wilscn, and of Harry Hopkins, who 
was perhaps even closer to Franklin 
; Roosevelt. 
. Th President’s position is certainly 
lonelier than that of a British Prime 
- Minister. who, evenin the Cabinet room, 
is but first among his peers and subject 
at any moment to the_ invigorating 
> rough-and-tumble of the House of Com- 
mons. The President, “the Man in the 
White House.” needs a friend whom he 
can tmist and. use, who usefulness and 
trustworthiness do not depend on office. 
Hardly had these thoughts taken 
shape in my mind when I found myseif 
(on Page 4} listening to Roosevelt saying 
to Wendell Willkie: “Some day you may 
well be sitting here where I am now as _ 
President of the United ‘States. ‘And 
when you are, you'll be looking at that 
door over there and knowing that prac- 
aically everybody who walks through 
it wants something out of you. You'll 
learn what a lonely job this is, and 
you'll discover the need for somebody 
. like Harry Hopkins, who asks for no 
thing but to serve you.” | é 
That description is in the_ main, 
though not completely, true, Hopkins 
. had dreams of being more than Roose- 
velt's servant: at one time he wanted, 
as Mr. Sherwood makes clear, to suc- 
ceed him as President. The dream fad- 
ed, but the desire to serve persisted. 
° * . 


One of the things of which Mr. Sher- 
wood speaks is “the extent to which the 
New Deal conditioned Roosevelt and 
Hopkins and, indeed, the 
people as a whole for the gigantic 
efforts required of them in global war.” 

He adds: “For Hopkins in particular 
the New Deal provided ideal training 
in combat conditions, for his life then 
was a series of ferocious battles against

All this made Harry Hopkins a pretty 
considerable figure on the stage of 
United States affairs. But he appeared, 
and very conspicuously, on the interna- 
tonal cg aera 4 early in 1941 Roose- 
velt sen! as personal represen- 
tative to London on a mission of un- 
c¢efined and therefore enormous scope.

It is a matter of opinion how the bid- 
ding should proceed after South's open-'- 
ing game-forcing bid.

Playing CAB 
North would tid Three Diamonds over 
South's Two Clubs to show this ace. 
The actual bidding ended in a brilliant 
bid of Seven Clubs, but the declarer 
did not see till next morning how he 
could have made his contract after the 
lead of the King of Diamonds. West 
had the guarded King of Spaces, so the 
Problem was how to make 13 tricks 
without risking the finesse. 

If the Grand Slam depended on this _ 
finesse it would have been wrong to bid 
it.

. Medan, Novembor 27. 
The Dutch are ncoring the end of a throc-yoar 
struggle to clear away mud and sunken ships 
which have clogged their.gateway port to rich 


East Sumatra. 


At Belawan, port for Medan, 
freighters as large as Liberty 
ships can slip into the quay one 
ata time to load rubber, palm 
oil and fine tobaccos. 

Within » few weeks, Dutch 
Navy crews expect to Minish the 
exacting tas of cutting and lift- 
ing underwater sections of a load- 
ed ammunition ship blocking an 
important section of the harbour. 
Then five ships can tnke 
on cargo nt one time. 

The Jnpanese swept into the 
Indies in carly 1942, blasting 
Dutch ships at Beluwan and par- 
tially senllng off the shipping 
point. 

For years, Dutch enjaitieein had 
been dredging away river mud 
‘that “washed Into’the harbour, 

The Japanese nepiected the 
work. A targs bar formed. 
Rapid Progross 

The port, where large occan 
IIners with drafts of 36 feet could 
tie up beYore the war, could take 
only small craft with 16-foot 
drafts by Inst ‘spring. 

Navy technicions and civilian 
workers dredged the port to a 
depth of 22 feet by July. Now 
a channel 28 feet deep has been 
clenred. Ships of 10,000 tons can 
enter. 

To clear away wrecked ships, 
a 300-ton crane was sent by sca 
trom Europe in March, It was 
lost in a storm in the Mediter- 
ranean, 

Another crane, with a 200-ton 
cupacity, started out again by sea 
and -finally arrived two months 
ago, Clearing the harbour has 
progressed rapidly since then.— 
Associated Preas. =

‘For Europe 


Paris, November 27.

It also recon- 
mends countries of origin” to 
share the expense of training 


workers with the country receiv- 


ing the labour. 

France has already uceepted 
nutnbers of unemployed workers, 
including 120,000 German ex- 
prisoners of war, and 85,000 
Italians, mostly for farming und
